MR. DEVOY DEFINES: HIS ‘POSITION WITH 
REGARD TO SURFACE TRACKS. 


Decidedly in Favor of a Surface Road 
- Against an Elevated Structure—Some of His 

Reasons—The Anheuser-Busch Switch Bill— 

Reconstructing Broadway—Will Solve the 

Problem, , 3 

‘‘There ought to be several stiff amendments 
made to the surface track bill,’’ said Council- 
man Ed Devoy this morning, ‘‘and I think there 
will be before it goes through the Council. In 
the first place. the bill should be amended 80 
as to eliminate the exclusive privilege of using 
the tracks sought by the . projectors 
of the bill, and so framed as to 
watrant, without’ any question, - the 
use ofthe tracks by any railroad entering St. 
Louis. If the tracks are to be usedit is my 
opinion that they should be used by ail roads 
and not by one alone. In the second place I 
think that the Missouri Pacific Company ought 
to be compelled to abandon the Poplar street | 
track in consideration of the privilege now 
asked. Idon’t know that this can be done, 
but if it is possible the Poplar street track 
should be abolished.’’ ‘ 

‘‘How about amending the bill so as to 
change it to an elevated road bill?’’ 

‘*T don’t think an elevated road would be an 
improvement on asurface road. It would be 
merely establishing : 

A GREAT BIG CRAB 

in that section of the city, the arms of which 
would reach out in every direction, and which 
would multiply and grow larger as time in- 
creased. It would mar the appearance of that 
part- of the city, would obstruct travel 
a thousand times more than a surface 
road, and would destroy property to a fearful 
degree. This talk about the danger of surface 
tracks is ascare. There is nothing in it. Given 
such aspace as the ground proposed to be 
covered by these tracks forms, tbere can be 
nosuch danger as exists on Poplar street. 
Take Chicago, for instarfce: The loss of life by 
surface tracks in Chicago on all the railroads 
entering that city isnot half as great in any 
one year asthe loss of life on the cable road 
in that city during the first year of its exist- 
ence.’’ 

‘*That’s merely an argument, against the es- 
tablishment of a cable road..’’ 

‘*‘No, itisn’t. It shows that — can be 
educated to danger. There is little, if any, 
loss of life in Chicago now on the cabie line; 
and why? Because people have become eda- 
cated to it. There isn'ta town in the country 
that hasn't got its surface track evil. The 
railroads run across the main street of every 
country town, and express trains fly through 
there at the rate of thirty miles an hour, Buyt 

7ou seldom hear of people being killed. Why?

EDUCATED UP TO IT. 

Now as far as the Popular street track eis con- 
cerned, lam told thatthe railroad company 
complains of its expensiveness. It costs the 
Missouri Pacific Company 50 cents extra for 
every car sent down that track because of the 
precautions necessary to be taken against 
their breaking away from the locomotive. It 
is a mistake to suppose that the railroad 

eople desire to make their tracks dangerous. 

ut I was going to say as s.10Ww- 
ing the result of being educated 
to avoid an existing dangerthat there have 
been two schoolhouses on the line of the Pop- 
lar street track, and I’ve never heard of the 
loss of a single life among all the children who 
have attended them.’’ 

‘‘You think that the extension ofthe Iron 
Mountain tracks from Fourth street do not 
threaten life?’’ 

‘‘Ido. Ithink with a broad space to oper- 
ate on, with proper gates and flagmen, with 
trains moving at the rate of four milesan hour, 
there can be no danger.’’ 

‘*‘How about the obstruction of traffic?’’ 

‘*It will be only momentary.’’ 

‘*And the depreciation of property in South 
St. Louis?’’ 

‘‘Real estate men tell me that there is no 
difficulty in renting houses in that part of the 
city and Ithink this track. will not opérate 
against the depletion of that part of the city.’’ 

‘*What other amendments would you pro- 


‘‘Well, I think, in addition to those I have 
named, there should be one providing that if 
the city should elect at any timein the future 
to put bridges across the tracks the railroad 
company should be made to pay forthe super- 
structures, leaving the city to pay only for 
the approaches.’’ 


Anheuser-Busch Switch Bill. 

The Railroad Committee of the Council will 
meet next Monday afternoon in the Council 
Chamber, to further consider the Anheuser- 
Busch Switch bill. Those who desire to be 


heard on this’bills may attend the meeting and 
address the Committee, although it is safe to 
say thatif they appear as opponents to the 
bill the Committee will give very littie atten- 
tion to them, as it has already concluded to 
make a favorabie report in the matter. The 
bill will be perfected to some degree, but will 
go through in the main as it stands. 


Reconstructing Broadway. 

The Board of Public Improvements held a 
public meeting this morning for the purpose 
of hearing property-owners interested in the 
proposed reconstruction of Broadway from 


Franklin to Biddle and from Biddle to O’Fal- 
lon streets. A remonstrance was offered by a 
mumber of property-owners against the 
reconstruction of the street between Franklin 
avenue and Biddle street, but the 
remonstrance was not imposing enough, as, 
after it had been ‘considered, the Board con- 
cluded fo recommend the adoption of an 
ordinance notwithétanding, and did so. To 
the reconstruction of Broadway between Bid- 
die and O'Fallon streets there was no re- 
monstrance, and an ordinance was ordered 
poonenew The total cost of the work between 

lin avenue and Biddle street is $20,800, or 
atthe rate of $10.12 per front foot; the total 
cost between Biddle and O’Fallon is $9,153, or 
at the rate of $12.05 per front foot. 


Will Solve the Problem.

CONSTITUTIONAL. 


Detroit’s Annexation of Springwell and 
Hamtramtk Declared Legal. 

DETROIT, Micu., February 20.—The Supreme 
Court of the State last evening, at Lansing, 
decided the quo-warranto proceedings in the 
Urane-Amos annexation case, declaring the 
acts Constitutional and dismissing the pro- 
deedings. The opinion 'of the Court will be 
Khanded over later. The importance of the 
case and the great interests affected. thereby, 
led the courtto give it precedence over all 
other cases. The State Legislature last 
winter enlarged Detroit by adding'a large part 
ofthe township of Springweil, on the west, 
and a part of the township of Ham- 
tramtk on the east. This brought into 


the city about 15,000 persons, and between 
$5,000,000 and $10,000,000 worth of manufactur- 
ing industries. An effort toannex these town- 
ships had been made at several successive 


‘sessions of the Legislature, but the movement 


‘was fought s0 hard by the large factories and 
real estate owners in the annexed districts, in 
which taxes would be heavily tncreased by 
annexation, that until last winter it always 
failed of passage. The anti-annexationists 
determined to resort to the courts. Three 
né@w city wards were made out of the new 
tefritory, Springwells furnishing the Four- 
teanth and Sixteenth, and Hamtramtk the 
Fifteenth. Ferdinand Amos is one of the new 
aldermen, fromthe Sixteenth Ward, and he 
took his seat the second Tuesday of January. 
Theinew city government was organized and 
the 4nnexationists had settled down to the 
belief that the matter was forever disposed 
of, when a bombshell in the form ofa quo war- 
ranto was launched in their midst by the anti- 
annexationis, headed by Walter Crane, a 
wealthy property-holder, whose taxes will be 
thrice aa large as formerly, now that annexa- 
tion stands.

THE IRISH LOVE-TAX. 


Forty Million Dollars Annually Sent to Their 
Suffering Brethren. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The following article by a correspondent 
does not lose its point by starting from 
what we have no doubt is a much-exag- 
gerated estimate: 

en om to the Philadelphia corre- 
spondent ofthe Times about $40,000,000— 
£8,000,000—is annually sent by the Irish in 
America to their relatives in Ireland, 
emg se at Christmas, when this year | 

heir united amount was sufficient to affect 
the exchanges between America and Eu- 
rope. It is atribute of the heart and hand 
from people’ who deprive them- 
selves of comforts and neces- 
saries in order to- assist their rela- 
tives thousands of miles away. “This 
money is in small sums, generally be- 
tween £1 and £10, those of larger amounts 
being comparatively rare. ey are sent 
all the year round, but chietiy in spring, 
when the tide of emigration flows most 
rapidly, and just before Christmas, when 
the dear ones at home are lovingly and 
substantially remembered. Concurrently 
with these millions remittances are, as we 
allknow, made to carry out what the 
senders believe to be patriotic objects. 
The same correspondent mentions $100,000 
for Mr. Parnell’s parliamentary 
fund and $36,000 as collected for 
the Irish 2 cmagpmcie rs wi fund. as- 
sociation. ese remittances are only 
from the United States, Canada, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, South Africa, South 
America and wherever thelrish penetrate 
—where do they not?—send their own 
drafts? When we consider the amount of 
industry required by very poor people to 
earn this large amount of money, and the 
self-denial necessary to devote it when 
earned to such a loving purpose, it seems 
strange to us, who have always read in 
our papers that the Irish are idle; thrift- 
less and disloyal, to find, by the great fact 
of an aemnual love-tax of $0,000,000 im- 
themselves, that certainly when 
hey emigrate they are neither thriftless 
nor idle nor disloyal to Ireland. 
The following particulars were obtained 
respecting American remittances pre- 
sented by the payees in one week at @ 
country branch bank inIreland. Besides 
the information below much more was 
given. Husband, son, daughter, wife, 
sister;* brother, father, brother-in-law 
and debtor are among the remitters in 
that single weck in the drafts taken at one 
tty branch bank. Observe, ‘‘mother’’ 
oes not appear, from which we may draw 
the conclusion that Irish mothers do. not 
think of their absent. children—a conclu- 
sion as true as many others we form of 
Ireland. The reason is that when a fam- 
ily is about to emigrate, the father, son or 
daughter — whichever is best suited — 
goes first, and remits: before a year has 
assed, also paying the passage-money of 
he next fittest. The mother and the 
youngest child or children always go last 
and consequently seldom remit, except it 
may be to a married son or daughter. In 
a single day the writer has seen women 
rena drafts for a few pounds each, sent 
hem by relatives as far apart as Green- 
land, Jerusalem, Adelaide, Buenos Ayres 
and the United States. After the battle 
of Fontenoy George II. exclaimed, refer- 
ring to the Irish brigade, ‘‘Cursed be the 
laws that deprive me of such subjects.”

A TRUE WAR STORY. 


Maj. Chambliss of Cincinnati Generously 
Suceored by a Confederate Officer. 
Washington Correspondence Chicago News. 


The routine proceedings of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. were in- 
terrupted this morning by Congressman 
Steele of Indiana, who said: ‘‘I have here, 

entleman, a bill to restore to the army 

aj. Chambliss of Ohio, with the under- 
standing that he be immediately there- 
after placed on the retired list. There is 
a very romantic story connected with my 
efforts to have this committee pass 
a similar measure in the  Forty- 
seventh Congress, With your  per- 
mission I will retate the story, which 
will serve the double purpose of an en- 
tertaining narrative, and also to illustrate 
my reasons for asking your favorable con- 
sideration of the case. When the 
Union forees were defeated at the 
battle of Gaines’ Mills, Maj. Cham- 
bliss, then an officer of the Fourth 
United States Cavalry, was left on the 
field for dead. Several hours later he was 
discovered by a Confederate officer, who 
dismounted from his horse and asked 
Chambliss if he could render him any as- 
sistance. Chambliss replied that he was 
severely wounded in a number of places, 
but the wound that gave him the greatest 
trouble wasin his shoulder. If the flow 
of _ blood there could be _ stopped it 
would render him more  comforta- 
ble and enable him to die at least in 
less pain. The Confederate officer, evi- 
dently thinking that Chambliss would 
soon breathe his last, bandaged his 
wounds as well as he could, and then going 
to his horse and unstrapping his blanket 
piaced it under his enemy’s head for a 
illow. He next filled hisown and Cham- 
liss’ canteens at acreek near by, and 
laying them by Chambliss’ siderode away. 
After remaining in that position for two 
long days and nights Mr. Chambliss was 
discovered by a friendly negro,who ecar- 
ried him to Richmond, where, by order of 
the Confederate authorities, he was re- 
moved to the hospital. He was exehanged 
in the course of time, but his health was 
badly shattered. He resigned from the 
army and returned to his home at Cincin- 
nati, where he still resides. 

“As I said at the outset, B nenecirre T in- 
troduced a billin the Forty-seventh (on- 
gress similar in character the one I am 
now asking you to consider. Irelated the 
circumstances substantially as I have on 
this occasion, in order that my colleagues 
might understand the justice of Major 
Chambliss’ claim, when, to my astenish- 
ment, Congressman Upson of Texas, who 
was also a member of the committee, 
sprang to his feet and exclaimed: 

“*My God, Steele, I am the Confederate 
officer who played the role of the Good 
Samaritan in the incident you have just 
described |” 

‘*The effect was electrical. I immedi- 
ately sent for Maj. Chambliss, who was 
temporarily stopping in the city, The 
recognition was mutual. The two heroes 
of this singular episode hugged each other 
for joy, the one because his humanity had 
resulted in the saving of a gallant officer’s 
life, the other in gratitude for the preser- 
vation of thatlife. This remarkable de- 
nonument, of course, was not without its 
influence upon the committee. The bil! 
was favorably reported and passed the 
House, but was lost in ‘the Senate. I now 
ask my couoagies of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress to deal as fairly by this deserving 
gentlemen as your predecessors did four 
years ago.??

make a profit for themselves.

A POLICEMAN FROM PADUCAH, 


The Death of Lucy Grimes Boyd Being Again 
Investigated, 

Chief of Police Geary of Paducah, Ky., ar- 
tived inthe city this morning, and called at 
the Four Courts, where he had a conversation 
with Maj. Harrigan, to whom he made the an- 
nouncement that his purpose in coming here 
was to investigate the case of the un- 
fortunate Lucy Grimes Boyd, whose death 
by suicide occurred a week ago at 


11066 Chouteau avenne. Mr. Geary stated that 
he had not himself formed any opinion at vari- 
ance with the finding of the St. oie Coroner 
but that the feeling in Paducah against Rhey 
Boyd was so strong that he had decided to 
visit St. Louis and make an _ investiga- 
tion. ‘It is. not,’’ he said, ‘‘thaf 
the Paducah people know anything 
connected with the tragedy which might have 
affected the St. Louis Coroner’s finding, but 
rather a matter of feeling which has reached 
such a pitch that the belief had become very 
general that the case was oné of murder and 
not suicide. Maj. Harrigan told the gentleman 
that he was of the opinion that the case was one 
of suicide, but at the same time told 
him that he would gladly give him all the as- 
sistance he required in getting at the facts in 
the case. He accordingly detailed Detective 
Pat Lawler to accompany Mr. Geary and ren- 
der him such help as layin his power. They 
called at the Coroner’s office, where Mr. 
Geary had a talk with Deputy — Cor- 
oner Hennessy, who told all. he 
knew about the case and also produced 
the letters which were found in the room 
where the deceased was diseovered. During 
the day they will visit the house where the 
tragedy occurred, the neighboring drug 
stores to ascertain whether the unfortunate 
woman reaily purchashed poison with suicidal 
intent, and will call upon Dr. Renick, the 
particular friend of Rhay Boydto ascertain 
from him .where he was at the time 
the suicide occurred, and other details 
regarding the domestic infelicities of the young 
couple arising from Boyd's brutality to his 
wife. Mr. Geary brought with him a cutting 
from a Paducah paper in which Boyd is very 


.| roughly handled, and the unfortunate woman 


is defended against his insinuations regarding 
her character, Boyd’s mother aiso comes in 
for a share of the condemnation, as follows: 

‘*What Boyd may mean by a pretended fear 
of having to defend his aged mother from ex- 
omer charges, we are at a loss to know, none 

aving been published against her. Possibly, 
this may refer to the fact that she would 
be believed to have been largely instru- 
mental in bringing about the separation. 
But be that as it may, let Rhey Boyd ask him. 
self what his own conduct has been to prevent 
thataged mother from being brought to a 
grave of sorrow. It is believed here, how- 
ever, that the mother did bring about the 
separation, as it is known that she 
said before leaving the city that she \would 
separate them if she ‘had to raise heaven and 
heii and earth to do it.’ These things aif have 
their bearing among a thinking people, who 
are only s®rry over the recent tragic events, 
and in : gnant gt the part Khey Boyd played in 
them.’

Gen. Crook’s Campaign in Arizona—The 
Apache Scouts—Hoéw the Indian Conducts 
His Warfare—Capt. Bourke’s Narrative. 

AN APACHE CAMPAIGN. By Jouw G. BOURKE, 
Captain Third Cavairy, United States Army; author 


of **The Snake Dance of the Moquis.’* Published 
by Charles Scrfbner’s Sons. 


This is a very well written account of the ex- 
pedition in pursuit of the Chiricahua Apaches 
in the spring of 1883, and is interesting alike to 
the general reader and to the student of eth- 
nology. Moreover, it throws light upon the 
condition and the character of the hostile 
Apaches, which jis particularly interesting at 
present,owing tothe depredations of Geronimo 
and his agile band, and the recent killing 
of Capt. Emmet Crawford by Mexican troops. 
Roth Crawford and Geronimo figure in this 
little narrative of Capt. Bourke, Craw- 
ford as the captain of a force of friendly 
Apaches who penetrated the fastnesses of the 
Chiricahuas and enforced their surrender, and 
Geronimo (‘‘Hieronimo,’’ according to Capt. 
Bourke’s orthography) as the chief of a band 
of thirty-six warriors who, returning from a 
bloody foray into Chibuahbua, are forced to 
surrender with the other Chiricahuas. The 
book shuws admirably the difficulties attend- 
ing the solution ofthe Indian question in the 
Southwest and the methods employed by Gen, 
Crook in conducting campaigns against savage 
hostiles. 

In 1871 the War Department confided to Gen. 
George Crook the task of whipping into sub- 
mission all the bands of the Apache nation liv- 
ing in Arizona. How thoroughly that duty 
was accomplished is now a matter of history. 
But at the last moment one band—the Chirica- 
huas—was especially exempted from Crook’s 
jurisdiction. For years fhese Indians bobbed 
in and out of agencies, as ifin doubt as to 
whether they should go to work and live 
peacefully or withdraw with their Win- 
chesters and lead a gay life sacking hacien- 
das, robbing villages, murdering settlers and 
stealing women and children. Their minds 
were made up to the latter course by the 
shooting of a squaw by an officer who was try- 
ing to stop with a bullet the flight of an offend- 
ing Chiricahua. The wretched marksman- 
ship was resented by the Chiricahuas, whe re- 
fused to be comforted by the profuse apolo- 
gies tendered for the accident. They silently 
made their preparations, waiting long enough 
to catch the officer, kill him, cut off his head 
and play a game of football with it, and then, 
like a flock of quail, the whole band, men, 
women and children, 710 in ali, started on the 
dead ran for the Mexican boundry, 150 
miles to the South. They reached the Sierre 
Madre, a preciptous range, after marking their 
route by blood and devastation. The Mexican 
troops claimed great victories over the fleeing 
Chiricahuas, their dispatches containing ac- 
counts of flerce fights with theIndians. Inter- 
cepted squaws told quite a different story, 
however, and accused the Mexicans of both 
treachery and cowardice. 

Gen. Crook was now called upon to subdue 
these raiders and when he arrived in Southern 
Arizona he found things gone so far wrong 
that nearly all the Apache tribes were in a 
state of hostility. By placating them, how- 
ever, he made friends of them and got 
them down to a peace level. From 
October, 1882, until March, 1883, things went 
on quietly, everybody in Arizona expecting a 
return of the dreaded Chiricahuas. Finally 
the climax came in the butchery of Jadge Mc- 
Comas and his wife, and the abduction of their 
bright boy, Charlie. This was done by a boid 
band of twenty-six Chiricahuas, under a 
crafty and daring young chief named Chato 
(Spanish for Flat Nose). Gen. Crook imme- 
diately began an arrangement of forces with a 
view to pursuing the Chificahuas. This was 
accomplished by the 22d of April. With 
100 Apache scouts and 4 force of 
seven skeleton companies of the Third 
and Sixth Cavalry, Gen. Crook moved 
from Willcox to San Bernardino, where he met 
Capt. Emmet Crawford, Third Cavalry , with 
more than 100 additional Apache scouts and 
several trains of pack mules. By the 29th of 
Aptil all preparations were complete. Baggage 
had been reduced to a minimum. Every officer 
and man was allowed to carry the clothes on 
his back, one blanket and forty rounds of 
ammunition. The effective fighting strength 
of the command that left San Bernardino, 
which ison the bounaary line of the United 
States and Mexico, was a little over 
fifty white men—officers and soldiers— 
and not quite 200 Apache scouts, repre- 
senting the various bands, Chiricahua, White 
Mountain, Yama, Mojave and Tonto. The in- 
cidents of travel into Mexico are happily de- 
scribea, as well as the characteristics of the 
leaders of the little band. The trail became 
fresh on thé morning of Mays, and every day 
until the hostiles were sighted, signs of their 
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the Chiricahuas saw they were surrounded, 
they began tocome into camp. It was not 
many days before all of the hostiles bad come 
in. They were tired of fighting, they said, and 
wanted peace. One of the last to come ifi wag 
Hieronymo and his band. Hieronymo ex- 
pressed a desire to have a talk, but Crook 
would not grant it. Of Hieronymo’s band, 
Capt. Bourke says: ‘‘He and his warriors 


were certainly as fine lookinga lot of pirates 
as ever cut a throat or scuttied ship; not one 
among them who was notable to travel 40 or 
50 miles a day over these gloomy precipices 
and along these gloomy canons. In muscular 
development, heart and lung power, they 
were, without exception, the finest body of 
human beings I had ever looked upon.’’ All 
the Chiricanhuas promised amendment, and it 
was not long before Gen. Crook returned with 
them to the San Carlos agency. The Mexican 
captives found with them were returned to 
their homes. Charlie McComas was never 
found. Altogether, the Chiricabuas delivered 
up thirteen cuptives—women and children— 
held by them as hostages. 

it is in the descriptive parts that the narative 
is fascinating. Always picturesque, it 1s 
charming to the lovers of form and color. Of 
the Apache scouts the author says: ‘*To vet- 
erans of the campaign of the civil war, famil- 
iar with the compact formations of the cay- 
alry and infantry of the Army of the Potomac, 
the loose, straggling methods of the Apache 
scouts would appear startling, and yet no 
soldierwould failto apprehend at a giance 
that the Apache was the pertect, the ideal 
scout of the whole world. When the short, 
jerky order, Ugashe—Go! was given, the 
Apaches started as ifshot froma gun and in 
aminute or less had covereda space of 100 
yards front, which distance rapidly widened 
as they advanced. They motel with no 
semblance of regularity: individual fancy 
alone governed. Heré was a clump of trees; 
not far off two more, and scattered in every 
point of the compass, singly or in clusters, 
were these indefatigable scouts, with vision 
as keen as a hawk’s, tread as untiring and as 
stealthy as the panther’s and ears so sensi- 
tive that nothing escapes them. An artist, 
possibly, would object to many of them as un- 
dersized, but in all other respects they would 
satisfy every requirement of sanatomical 
criticism. Their chests were broad, deep and 
full; shoulders perfectly straight; limbs well 
proportioned, strong apd muscular, without 
a suggestion oO undue heaviness; 
hands and feet sinal) and taper 
but wiry; heads well shaped an 
countenances often lit up with a pleasant, 
good-natured expression, which would be 
more constant, perhaps, were it not for the 
savage, untamed cast imparted by the loose 
disheveled, gypsey locks of raven black, held 
away fromthe face by a broad, flat band of 
scariet cloth. Their eyes were bright, clear 
and bold, frequently expressive of the greatest 
good humor and satisfaction.’’ 


The following as to the Apache in warfare: 


‘‘Approaching the enemy his vigilanceisa 
curious thing to witness. e avoids appear- 
ing onthe crest of a hill, knowing that his 
tigure, projected against the sky, can at such 
atime be discerned from a great distance. 
fle will carefully bind around his brow a sheaf 
of grass or some other foliage, and thus dis- 
guised crawl like asnaketo the summit, and 
carefully peer about; takingin with his keen 
black eyes the details of the country to the 
front with a png f and thorough- 
ness the American or European can never 
acquire. In battle he is again the antithesis 
ot the Caucasion. Tne Apache has no false 
ideas of courage; he would prefer to sneak like 
a coyote for hours and then kill bis enemy or 
capture his herd rather than by injadicious 
exposure receive a wound, fatal or otherwise. 
But he is no coward; on the contrary he is en- 
titled to rank among the bravest. The pre- 
cautions taken for his safety prove that he is 
an exceptionally skiliful soldier. His first 
duty under fire is to Jump fora rock, bush or 
hole from which no ¢nemy can drive him, ex- 
cept with loss of blood or life.’’ 


And soon. The Apache, according to Capt, 
Bourke, is couragous, subtle, intelligent, 
handsome, truthful, and witha high sense of 
honor. The Mexicans are treacherous. The 
United States troops pertinacious and .inde- 
fatigable fighters. Altogetherthe little book 
is as charming in its ways as Burnaby’s ‘‘ Ride 
to Khiva,’’ and is worthy of as much atten- 
tion. ,

the election fraudsof last April were dis- 
massed before Judge Barclay yesterday by 
counsel for the parties interested, and im a few 
days the Judge’s decision in regard to opening 
the ballot-boxes will be announced. 

That decision will be respected only on one 
gondition—that it declares the ballot-boxes 
sacred and inaccessible. 

shoula the decision be the other way, the 
supreme Court of the State will be appealed 
to, and there will be a further delay. 

“There is no use,’’ numbers of people say; 
“you may howl and hootand beg and pray, 
fight, and threaten, but you'll never get those 
paliot-boxes.’’ 

Such people seem to think that the Post- 
DISPATCH has @ personal interest in this mat- 
ter. 

Well, such people make a mistake. 

The PosT-DISPATCH’S interest lies only in 
the direction of preserving the people’s rights 
and protesting against such a wholesale dese- 
cration of them as seems, from the testimony 
the Post-DisPaToH has so far published, to

If anything is to be gained by anybody in 
this contest that gain will be made by the 
public; for if it gain nothing else it will, when 
all is over, have solved aserious and very im-

The frauds that have been pointed out up 
to this time—the shadowy boarders that slept 
eight to ten in a@ bed at Peter Morrissey’s house 
at 632 South Broadway, the four corpses and 
eight or nine non-residents who were regis- 
tered and voted from Ed O’Brien’s boarding- 
house, 88South Main street;the graveyard 
and vacant lot Yotes cast for somebody at the 
pollsinthe Fourth and Twelfth Wards, the 
fraudulent appropriation of thé votes of such 
prominent citizens as Thomas E. Tutt and 
Secretary of State McGrath—making almost 
10 frauds . known and proven to have 
been perpetrated in less than half a dozen 
precincts, have been given only as specimens 
of the outrages that will long be remembered 
in connection with that election. 

They are not Only not all the frauds that are 
known—they are butafraction of those that 
can be substantiated in those precincts. 

Testimony of another nature is reserved, 
which may appear later in these columns and 
which will create much sensation in certain 
quarters. 

For to-day the reader must be content with 
afew more samples of the mannerin which 
the work of revising the registration.list was 
done. 

Take Precinct 19, Second Ward,in which 
Secretary Mike McGrath was personated at the 
polls by somebody who cast his vote. 

The polling place was in the little barber 
shop of the Hotel Barnum, and the Judges 
were Messrs. Felix Barchi, Wm. L. Marks, 
Joseph Bolte and Frederick Weinman, and the 
Clerks, O. F. Kaltmeyer and R. M. Jordan, who 
served in place af Charles Weaver, appointed. 

The registration of this poll was about 70, 
and every man was marked voted but two. In 
the P residential election in November, 1884, 
the precinct gave Cleveland 11 votes and Blaine 

17, making a total vote of 28. In April, 1885, the 

same precinct gave Francis 47 votes and Ew- 
19. 

S total increase in the voting capacity of 

that precinct in six months was 88, and the 


- Democrats gain was 36, or over 300 per cent. 


Population instead Of increasing in Precinct 
19, showed steady decrease, for it is a busi- 
nes and hotel district; but the precinct does 
not seemto care anything about laws of this 
kind. 

Taking its growth for a basis of calculation, 
the city ought to add about 1,200,000 new in- 
dividuals to its census every twelve months; 
but somehow or other it doesn’t add nearly 
that number.’

‘Two classical periods are usually regog- 

nized in the ‘‘History of German Litera- 
ture,’’ but it is possible there were in 
reality three. It is true that notning but frag- 
ments of asingle song remain to us from the 
first period, but to the historian, lost poems 
are often as important as those still extant, 
if their former existence can be proyed and 
their influence on after ages established. That 
first period was richer in inventive genius than 
any that followed it, the characters which it 
created are fullof moral grandeur and are 
well-known to us through the later epics, 
though the songs which first told of 
them can never be recovered. Such 
was the creative force of languages, 
that these earliest poetic types lived on 
through long ages; nay, even when they 
seemed to have died out, revived again with 
fresh and undiminished vigor. The poetic 
stories of that first classical period were re- 
vived in the epic poems of the twelfth and 
thirteenth century, and are usually designated 
as ‘‘The German Hero Legends.’’ 


German Heroic song begins with the Goths 
and ends with the nations of the Frankish 
kingdom. The poets who first sang the epic 
songs to their harps belonged to the Court. 
Wandering minstrels spread abroad the praise 
of princes and were the teachers ot the com- 
munity. The old picturesque and vivid modes 
of expression which primitive German poetry 
probably once possessed in common with the 
Aryan, disappeared in the ballad-like poetry 
which followed upon and celebrated the 
stormy epoch of German migration, and later 
on, when long narrative poems were revived, 
the old skill was not recovered. We possess 
in Germany itself but one poor literary frag- 
ment from the whole of this first classic pe- 
riod of epic legend and poetry ; this fragment 
is ‘‘The Song of Hildebrand.’ 

At the very time when heroic song was tak- 
ing a higher flight Christianity began to exert 
its influence on the Germanic nations. The 
latest legends have nothing heathen abont 
them, and when we find thatin these legends 
women play an important part, we must re- 
member that at this time pious women were 
already contributing as nuns to the sanctifica- 
tion of life. In the matter of poetic form, 
Germany was indebted to the Romantc nations. 
It was from them that German poetry received 
the ornament of rhyme. We find the first 
traces of rbyme in Germany in the ninth cen- 
tury; but, then, it is already used to adorn 
Christian hymns which were meant to sup- 
plant the popular songs. As epic poetry, 
with its stately alliterative verses gradually 
disappeared, rhyme came more and more 
into fashion. Butit first found its way into 
Germany from outside. 

Popular Latin poetry had long employed 
nothing but rhyme. The Christian hymns in- 
tended to be sung by the masses adopted the 
same form. Itis also found in Irish poetry 
and allthe Romanic nations. The Northern 
and Southern French, the Spaniards, and 
Italians submit to its fetters. This melodious, 
sensuous adornment was evidently a product 
of that obscure epoch which laid the founda- 
tions of medieval life. Itcameto Germany 
through the medium of music and German 
poetry could not resist itsinfiunence. Attrac- 
tive Italian or French melodies wandered to 
Germany and German poets set German words 
tothem as the minnesaenger and the po of 
the Renaissance did in later periods, and 
these melodies, songs and dances there also 
came rhyme. We it first of all on the 
upper Khine, from whence it spread over 
the rest of Germany. The fact that 
rhyme is found in German oet 
is as substantial a proof of the early infiuence 
of Romanic culture as the foreign words used 
in German to designate wine-culture and 
house-building words that came into the 
German —eeeee oS about the same period 
as the introduction of rhyme. This points to 
a distinguishing feature of the first classical 
period of German literature and one which 
recurs again in the second and third classical 
periods. It was the Romanic nations who 
shaped the dsthetic sense of the Germans. 

The professional German poet of the ninth 
and tenth centuries did not live in the mon- 
asteries;in fact, he had no fixed home. He 
was a roving minstrel, who wandered from 
place to place to gain his livelihood. We can- 
not describe him more exactly than by calling 
him the journalist of the time. The singers 
who 1,200 years back wandered from one court 
to another, bringing with them the latest news, 
have as good a right to be designated journal- 
ists as the correspondents of a modern news- 
paper. 

When the nobler poets of the age of the mi- 
gration died out they were replaced by the 

leeman, who resembled the Roman Mimus, 

e@ represents a somewhat lower order of 
journalism; his oflice may be compared with 
that of an illustrated comic paper, the illus- 
trations being acted by himself. He was a 
clown, with something about him ofthe actor 
and conjurer. He accompanied the dance on 
his instrument and sangin the court and in 
the streets, but he always sang about the latest 
events. The grand heroic legend with its high 
ideals was losing favor with the general public; 
it became more and more meager, and finally 
took refuge in the peasant’s hut. The present 
entirely engrossed men’s attention, as in the 
epoch of migration. The poets became the or- 
gans of public opinion, and therefore, also, 
the organs of those who wished to govern 
public opinion. 

We know little of these minstrel poems of 
the ninth century, but we may suppose that 
they were not entirely devoid of serious and 
lofty thoughts. We can happily learn more 
from the historians of the end of the tenth 
century who profited by the poetic activity of 
the minstreis. They bad oiten no other 
sources of information but these poems, and 
expressly mention the fact that remarkable 
events were handed down in song. 

Every humorous topic seemed welcome to 
these gleemen. They even seize on sacred 
legends and divest them of their religious 
meaning. We have large fragments of a Ger- 
man martyrdom .of 8t. George, which, to our 
ideas, is a perfect comedy and reads like a 
modern parody. S8t. Georgeis struck down 
with a wonderfully sharp sword, but he 
jumps up immediately and begins preaching 
again. He is bound, put on the 
wheel, torn in ten  ~pieces, but he 
jumps up again at once and resumes his 
preaching. He is ground to pieces, burnt: to 
ashes, thrown intoa well, over the mouth of 
which great stones are rolled; the heathen run 
around it mocking him, but he jumps up once 
more and resumes his discourse. The out-

Tokeep alive the art of the 
stage, for genuine entertainment comes only 
with art of one kind or another, with the 
art that holds the mirror up to nature 
in some phase. What chance has art 
in this rushing, bustling crowd? It 
is blown out, strangled and destroyed 
in the rattle of the locomotive. Art does not 
flourish in bustie and hurry and rush. It 
simply dies and in its place is the barest 
fraud which ill conceals the greed for cash. 
Its conditions are quiet study, earnest effort. 
The actor can scarcely catch a glimpse of his 
audience before it is changed and new and 
strange faces are before him. The public has 
come to be regarded simply as a huge appe- 
tite for amusement to which any kind of dish 


can be served and it will swallowit. All kinds 
have been served and the result is—nausea. 
The same result that abadegg would have on 
the natural stomach.

The combination system has grown won- 
drously until it has become an unmanageable 
monster. Theaters have been built for it with 
no one to attend them. Plays that would 
otherwise mould in pigeon holes have been 
brought to light by it and actors who would be 
chopping wood by natural fitness are dragged 
from the retired walks of private life and are 
thrown into bold and bad relief by the foot- 
lights. They carve characters with hatchets 
and handsaws. It is estimated that there are 
327 combinations on the road. Are 
there 827 good plays or enough 
good actors and actresses to make 
up 827 companies? Not by a majority 
large enough to carry the next national 
election. Perhaps twenty-seven are of the 
best, 100 are indifferent and 200 are bad. There 
are five combination theaters in St. Louis. 
Each of them basa season of forty weeks. This 
means that about 20 theatrical com- 
panies visit the town. How many of them 
are worth the price of admission? To place it 
at one-fourth is a generous estimate. There is 
no such thing as selection. Every theater 
must be kept open every week. The chances 
for mediocrity and worse are simply un- 
limited. Onecan getup anything in the way 
ofan attraction and findan opening for it. 
And yet there is complaint of bad business. 
The complaint should come from the public. 
The public hasa right to protest and it does 
protest ye sag eoome The resuitis natural and 
any one who has swallowed a bad egg will care 
fully examine the next one before he eats it. 
One deception will keep one away from haifa 
dozen good attractions. Good and bad suffer 
together. ee So 


A general disgust has come over the pro- 
fession in consequence. The public have got 
s0 that they take either ham-fat or sensations, 
witb an old favorite now andthen. The first 
doesn’t pretend to be artistic, but may be 
amusing; the second must be seen because it 
is the rage and the last can be depended upon. 
They take these or nothing. Mere excellence 
is unnoticed. And so such an attraction as the 
**Comedy of Errors’’ does only fairly well and 
Janauschek is so disgusted that she will retire 
from fhe field. Im her case it is only 
hastening an end that could 
not be tponed long, but many 
other instances. could be cited of the same 
kind. The only remedy for this evil is con- 
traction and the public will make the remedy 
necessary.

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The Difference Between English and Ameri- 
can Audiences.

A sadder sight I have never seen in an En- 
glish theater than a woman—a stranger, a for- 
eigner and an artist—subjected to determined 
and unmerited insult, for no other reason 
than thatthe author she was loyally serving 
had written a distasteful play! The facts of 
the case are exceedingly simplé.

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A MISER’S MONEY. 


UNSUCCESSFUL SEARCH FOR JAMES HENRY 
PAINE’S SUPPOSED WEALTH. 


The Strange Career of # Brilliant Native of 
Boston —Accumulating Vast Wealth— 
Paine’s Strange Mode of Life—Living in 
Misery and Filth and Feigning Poverty. 


Te ph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

"Seow een, February 20.—James Henry 
Paine, the story of whose strange life was told 
in a special dispatch from Boston to the Post- 
DISPATCH on Thursday, died on December 23, 
last, friendless and alone, in a miserable con- 
dition, at No. 177 Bleeker street, in this city, 
and was buried two days later in a pauper’s 
grave in Mount Olivet Cemetery, yet this man 
is supposed to have died possessed of millions, 
and the question now is, what became of his 
vast possessions? He was a descendent of 
one of the most illustrious families of Massa- 
chusetts, his grandfather, Robert Treat Paine, 
being one of the signers of the declaration of 
independence, He was born in Boston about 
eighty-two years ago. Young Paine received 
a good education in the public schools of that 
city, and later was employed as musical critic 
and financial reporter on the Boston Post, 
and afterwards on the Traveler. On 
reaching his majority he inherited 
a fortune and rapidly added to the amount by 
lending money. As a musical critic he 
showed remarkable ability, and in addition to 
this he was looked upon as a business man of 
uncommon keenness. About thirty years ago, 

after some very questionabie financial transac- 

tions, which caused him to be severely de- 

nounced by the press of his native city, he 

came to New York. He was believed, at that 
time, to be worth $200,000 and $300,000, all in 

cash and negotiable paper. When he left 
Boston a man named Whiton owed him $56,000, 

for which he held Whiton’s notes, with ample 

security in the shape of bohds. Whiton 

paid the notes, but Paine retained 

the bonds ‘and still had. them, 


at the time of Whiton’s death. Later, 
Whiton’s executor, L. 8. Beecher, came to 
New York and after several weeks’ search 
found Paine and compelled him to return the 
bonds with interest. Beecher says that Paine 
took him toahouse on Fifth avenue where 
the bonds were turned over to him, Paine 
giving a check for the interest, which he 
signed ‘‘James Henry.’’ At that time Paine 
had a bundle of bonds, which were estimated 
to be worth $1,000,000. .The location of this 
Fifth avenue house isnow unknown and no 
further facts can be learned concerning it. 
Paine’s miserable habits grew with his ad- 
vancing years. He ally became so ragged 
and filthy that he was arrested as a vagrant 
and sent to the Island, when he was rescued by 
some acquaintance, who believed he was as 
poor as he seemed. So far did he carry his 
protestations of poverty that itis said he was 
even known to stand on the street hat in 


hand

after his death several hundred dollars were 
found secreted in his clothing and that was 
believed to be all the money he possessed. 
Paine was a conspicuous figure on opera nights 
at the Academy of Music before the Mapleson 
regime, being tolerated there because of his 
musical knowledge. He will be remembered 
by those who were often frequenters. He had 
a habit of begging snuff and taking as much as 
he could out of the box. On the 15th of De- 
cember last, Paine slipped on the city hall 
steps and feil, breaking his rightieg. He was 

icked up by Oharles Pritchard, of No. 25 

inetta Lane, and taken to the Twenty-sixth 
precinct station-house, where he gave 
the name of James Henry and his residence 
as No. 44 Bleeker street. From there 
he was taken to the Chambers street Hospital, 
where his leg was set az Dr. Auterbridge. One 
hundred and thirty dollars and some cents in 
money were found in his clothes. He refused 
to remain at the hospital, claiming that he 
could not afford to pay for medical attendance, 
and was sent home in an ambulance. When 
his money was handed back to him a single 
penny dropped on the floor, which caused him 
to break out in eat lamentation and he 
would not budge until the penny 
was found. Returning to his comfortiess 
quarters under the roof 177 Bleecker street, he 
was cared for by the old couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick Luer, from whom he rented his 
room, until the morning of December 23 last 
when he died. The death certificate, on file in 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, states that he 
the his age as 83 years, a native of the United 

tates, unmarried, twenty years in New York, 
occupation, artist. Coroner Levy heldan in- 
quest and decided that death was caused by a 
fracture of the femur occasioned by a Pail 
and oldage. The case was reporte 
Fifteenth Precinct’ station-house about 
noon on the day of death and 
Officer Gerry was sent to investigate. He 
reported that the man died without medical 
attegdance. Dr. Edward John Donlin, brother 
of Coroner Donlin, was sent to view the re- 
mains and announced the cause of death as 
above. The Coroner’s record gives Paine’s 
age as 70 years. After the inquest the body 
was turned over to Undertaker John Harold, 
of 920 Eighth Avenue,and was buried in Mount 
Olivet cemetery on Christmas day. The! 
funeral was attended by only John J. Sascid 
the undertaker’s son, and an assistant. The 
undertaker was employed and paid by John 
S. Dingwell, a restaurant keeper at Xo, 830 
Broadway. Young Harold says he found the 
body in a very dirty and filthy condition. Saw 
no évidences of wealth about the room, which 
was not over 6x8 feet in size, lighted by a small 
dormer window and almost totally devoid of 
furniture. The body laid on a miserable straw 
bed. The early record of his life here is that, 
one frosty morning in the spring of 1868, a 
men, clothed in rags and covered with dirt, 
rangthe bell of No. 110 Spring street.

For six months Paine lived on the bounty of his 
friend, who at last grew tired of his 
guest’s peculiar manners and unclean habits 
and told him he must seek quarters elsewhere. 
Then the miser begged and implored to be al- 
lowed to remain, stating that he would pay 
what he could for his room. It was agreed 
that $6 a month should be the rent, but when 
the first month came due the rent was not 
paid and it was only by threats of turning him 
out that the amount required was found. For 
eight years the man lived in this manner. 
From that time until his death he never wore 
ashirt or stockings, but went about in old 
worn shoes, and summer and winter wore a 
greasy overcoat which he held tightly up 
to it it neealed some- 
thing Duri that period 
has was taken ill, and after Mr, Luer had pro. 
vided him with medicine, a physician and 
food, he asked the strange man why he did 
not try and provide himseif with some person- 
alcomforts. The old man shuddered and said 
he had everything he wished except food, and 
that he managed to get enough without paying 
for it. In 1876 Mr. Luer purchased the house 
177 Bleeker street, and when about to move, 
informed his lodger, and that he must get 
gsome other quarters. But the miser over-. 
came the scruples of his host and was installed 
in a room on the top floor of the new house. 
There he lived for ten years, apparently 
as r when he died as when 
he when he came to the old eopile, 
eighteen before. Mr. Luer and nie wife 
speak but very little English, and but. little 
attention was paid by them to their lodger. 
At times his eccentricities were forced upon 
their notice. As, for instance, once when 
they thought to change the straw in his mat- 
tress, he drove them from the room and said: 

You will disar- 
range my papers.’’ They rarely saw him ex- 
cept when he reluctantly paid them his rent. 
At times Mr. Luer, having pity for him, would 
take to his room some meat or soup, ot which 
he was particularly fond, and which he de- 
voured atall times in a ravenous manner. 
On such visits it was seen that on a 
chair by his bed-side would be a 
loaf of bread, a pitcher of water, and some 
stubs to be fried and nade into snuff.

which were found in an old trunk. They were 
turned over to L. A. Arnold, Jr., who repre- 
sented the public administrator, but when Mr. 
Arnold was asked the nature of the papers he 
said he did not know what they were, 
as they had been turned over 
the agent of the public administrator, and 
that gentl®#man said that he had not received 
them.

John Drummond, the broker, tells that 
Paine received from Boody & Co., the brok- 
ers, a cheek for a large sum whicn, when 
cashed, he wrapped in a napkin which he had 
stolen from some restaurant. He placed the 
bundie in his coat. Mrs. Petrini,who keeps an 
Italian restaurant at No. 148 Bleecker street, 
says that about once a week Paine would in- 
dulge in a 25-cent dinner, that he was always 
joined by a well-dressed man, who gave him 
money, which he would tie up in the napkin 
and putin his coat. She did not know the 
name of his companion, but she said that 
Paine never spent more than 25 cents ata 
time. He would always carry away the un- 
eaten bread. George Munich, a baker at No. 
194 Blocker street, says that every night for 
the past two years, Paine would sit in his 
place until about 11 o’clock, Between 10 and 
li he was always visited by a man stylishly 
dressed. Thetwo would go to atable in the 
rear of the place, aud the unknown 
man would count out anny 
The old man would sit by and watch each bill 
as it was laid aside, and when all was paid he 
would roll up the money, put it in his coat 
and gather up the scraps of bread and cake on 
the counter. These men who knew all this 
are now aowng the question, where is the 
money? Only $10 was found in his room after 
his death. The room was carefully searched. 
The few papers that were found there, which 
might have thrown, some light on the matter, 
have disappeared or been lost, and the whole 
matter is very suspicious.

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LOOK OUT FOR SMITH. 
AN EXPERT'S ADVICE TO SLUGGER JOHN L. 
SULLIVAN. s, : 


Some Terrible Stories of the Punishment In- 
flicted in Old-Time Battles—The ‘‘Knock- 
Out” Period an Advance Toward Civilized 
Pugilism—Interesting Ring Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA,February 18, 1885.—I was talk- 
ing with an old-time admirer of pugilism not 
long since, and I asked him how the boxers 
who had sprung up recently, compared with 
the men of his youth. ‘*It’s very 
hard to say,’’ was the reply. 
‘*‘You see John L. Sullivan has 
revolutionized the style of fighting just as Jem 
Ward and Jack Randall did in their days. Be- 
fore Randall’s time it was the fashion for men to 
toe the scratch, almost knee to knee, and then 
slug away as long as they were able to stand. 
Such athing as jumping,let alonerunning away 
or dodging to avoid punishment, was regarded 
as cowardly. Randall introduced more shifty 
and scientific methods, and as he beat every 
man who stood before him, he was the model 
the young crop of fighters patterned after. 
When he beat Martin, the baker, the first 
time, it was after a most. terrific 


fizht, in which he received terrible body 
beating. Martin wanted to try it again 
and though Randall’s doctor told him thata 
repetition of this rib-roasting would cost him 
his life, he gave Martin the chance he 
wanted. He won again but the doctor’s 
words came true, for he did eventually die of 
disease which was the result of 
the injuries he received at Martin’s 
hands. Jem Ward was the father 
of the modern, or really scientific schoo! of 
boxing. He wasavery intelligent man, and 
his ‘‘science’’ was the result of study and of 
reason. He won the championship of England, 
and was the fistic mentor of that light of the 
ring, Yankee Sullivan, whom he packed 
against Hammet Lane. After retiring from 
the ring, Ward kept a_ ‘‘public ouse’’ 
for quite a while. Then he studied 
— and he became so expert with his 
rush that some of his landscapes were exhib- 
ited, lamtold, by the Royal Academy. He 
madea drawing for the fine ——- of the 
Heenan and Sayers fight. Paty hepard has a 
print of it in his place ‘‘The Abbey,’’ in Bos- 
ton. Ward died but a year or two ago.

‘*When John L. Sullivan introduced the stop- 
or knock-’em-out- in-four -round-hard-gilove- 
contests he revolutionized boxing. 1t was 
such a novelty that English fighters couldn’t 
understand it. ‘S’help me,’ said Tug Wil- 
son, ‘I cawn’t get it through me blood 
nut as ‘ow hanny man cawn knoc 
me hout with the gloves hin four 
rounds.’ Had it not been for the 
clever coaching of Arthur Chambers, and the 
fail-down-at-the-offer-of-a-hit - and - stay - on- 
the-stage-ten-seconds tactics he adopted he 
would have known well enough. Sullivan’s 
style is faster and more catchy to the eye than 
the one it superseded, but itis not half so 
hard ona fighter. Few will believe this 
who see a strong, powerful man 
reeling with weakness after a few minutes of 
slugging, and they are still less inclined to be- 
lieve it when they see hin) a moment later 
stretched senseless on the floor or knocked 
helpless inaheap. They say: ‘There is more 
punishment inilicted now in four rounds 
than there used to be in forty.’ 
This is a mistake. -.The unishment 
is more apparent than real. Two hours aiter 
the knock-out you often see the defeated man 
looking as well as ever he did in ‘his life. 
You see, men do not train as thoroughly for 
these contests as they do for protracted fights. 
Their stomachs go back on them from the 
rapidity of their exertions, for all the fighting 
has to be done in twelve minutes. Then 
the gloves do not permit the knuckles to cut 
as they would were they bare, and the knock- 
out is nine times out of ten caused 0 ae ayn 
on the jugular or on the angle or point of the 
jaw. Theresulting shock produces momen- 
tary tnsensibility, but no lastinginjury. Soall 
the men that John L. Sullivan has knocked out 
and yet of the dozens ne has felled to the floor 
like an ox, not one has he permanently in- 
ured. His terrible might is very effective, 
ut it is not killing by any means.

‘‘In the old days men trained for weeks, and 
even months before engagi in @ 
prize battle. The ring was pitched on 
turf in the pure country air, and not on 
a stage in the midst of tobacco smoke as 
dense almost as afog. They wore no gloves 
and the bare knuckles did the work. Man 
fights lasted over two hours, during whic 
the worsted man often bled steadily half the 
time. Constant dropping will wear a holeina 
stone and a succession of blows on 
one spot, even though a single one be 
not severe, have a culminatory effect 
far more permanently damaging than any 
smash that merely knocks one out fora mo- 
ment. in the old days a fighter who remained 
in the ring after his thirtieth or thirty-fifth 
year was called stale or an oldone.

A Very Funny Story Going the Rounds About 
the League and Cincinnati—-How Messrs.

New York, February 20.—W. E. Harding, 
who went on to Boston to see John L. 8Sulll- 
van aboutfighting Jem Smith, sent the follow- 
ing dispatch back tothis city yesterday to 
Richard K. Fox: ‘‘Hela conference with Sulli- 
qan in regard to contest with English cham- 
pion.

Sullivan Wants to Fight Privately. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

Boston, February 20.—Mr. W. E. Harding 
said to-night: ‘‘A match between Sullivan and 
Smith is as good as arranged. George W.Atkin- 
son of the London Sporting Life cabled to Mr. 


Fox that Jem Smith’s backer, Arthur Coop- 
er, a bookmaker of London, acting in behalf 
of the Central Club, for whom Smith has been 
a teacher of sparring, was ready to back Smith 
to fight Sullivan for $5,000 to $10,000. He did 
not specify where the fight should take place. 
Mr. Fox telegraphed Sullivan, and last night 
Sullivan telegraphed for Fox to come and see 
him to-day. Mr. Fox could not come so he 
‘sent me, giving me carte blanche to back Sul- 
livan and make all arrangements. I told Sulli- 
van that Mr. Fox was ready to back him 
against Smith forany amount he wanted to 
fight for.

Three League Managers Fooled. 

The following story in relation to the latest 
base ball deal in the League is vouched for by 
a gentleman well known in base ball circles:

Baltimore 
and Pittsburg were out of the question 
and the League naturally turned to Cincinnati 
as the weakest point of attack, and for a while 
their hopes ran high in that direction. Mr. 
Lucas found, when he got to the town of hams, 
that he was notthe only League man in the 
city, and by a strange coincidence Mr.’ Marsh 
of Detroit happened to arrive on the same day 
with the St. Louis manager. The scheme 
of the League men was to impress 
upon the minds of the owners of the Associa- 
tion Club at Cincinnati that they were anxious 
to securethe club, not from any advantage 
which it would necessarily give to the League 
itself, but to get anumber of its players for 
St. Louis so as to be able tolayoutthe Brown 
Stocking Club of this city in the slickest kind 
of style. Theidea was to lay hands on Cincin- 
nati's club and to turn it over,franchise and all 
to Justus Thorner, the wealthy Cincinnati 
brewer, and to make ita League club of the 
first water. To this end an offer was made to 
the owners ofthe club for its purchase. The 
offer was made through a St. uis base ball 
man and amounted, in money, to $26,000. The
